ORDERS BIG CUT 
IN ROME'S RATES 


Corporation Is Instructed 
to Drop Price Per Thou- 
sand Cubic Feet Gross 
From $2 to $1.50. 


SERVICE OF COMPANY 
ASSAILED AT HEARING 


Railroad Commission De- 
clares Corporation Has 
Failed to Make the Im- 
provements Ordered. 


A decision of state-wide impor- 
tance was rendered by the Georgia 
railroad commission late Monday 
atfernoon, when it slashed the rates 
of the Rome Municipal Gas com- 
pany from $2 perthousand cubicf eet 
gross to $1.50, and ordered the cor- 
poration to rebate each patron 50 
cents per thousand cubic feet. on all 
Statements for the month of April 
On account of poor service and fail- 
ure to make specified improvements 
in its plant. 


This action of the board jis inter- 
preted as epressing its attitude to- 
ward all public’ service utilities 
granted increases recently, and its 
‘determination to require all such 
corporations to meet all require- 
ments of orders in rendering a serv- 
ice commensurate with new rates. 

The decision of the commission, 
which came after the Rome company 
had argued its case Monday morn- 
ing, is a severe indictment of the 


Bervice rendered by the corpora- | 


tion. It declares that the maximum 
JAte prescribed granted on the con- 
dition certain improvements were 
made by the company. Both these 
conditions and the commission's or- 
der concerning the quality of gas, 
aaveb een ignored, to a large extent, 
it is stated. 
Has Net Been Maintained. 

“From the evidence submitted in 
this complaint,” reads the order, 
“the commission is satisfied that 
the standard of gas heretofore or- 
dered by it has not been maitnained, 
nor even approximated during and 
since the month of April. 

“The maximum rate prescribed by 
the .commisison was conditioned 
upon the making by the company, 
within definnite periods, of certain 
improvemetns aat itsp lant and in 
its distribution system. This order 

‘has not been complied with in cer- 
tain material points,” ti 4s stated. 

City officials of Rome appeared 
before the commisison two weeks 
ago top resent evidence that the gas 
company was not meeting conditions 
specified by the board when it 
granted the increase last Septem- 
per. It wasd isclosed that although 
the corporation bears the name of 
the Rome Municipal Gas company, it 
is privately owned, Officials of the 
concern and Barry Wright, Rome 
attorney, appeared Monday morning 
to show cause why the rates should 
not be reduced. . 

Requirements Mentioned. 
ee mentioning the requirements 
not met by the company, the deci- 
sion -continues. 

“The company has been hereto- 
jore directed to maintain a monthly 
hverage standard of 675 B. T. U. 

“The gas served the public has 
unquestionably been far below this 

'gtandard, and at times practically 
valueless. The company’s atten- 
tion. has been called to the inferior 
quality of coal apparently used by 
it. It has been repeatedly warned 
that it must improve its service by 
furnishing gas of a better quality. 


“Our orders and injunctions have 
been, to a large extent, disregarded. 
“It is, therefore, ordered, that ap-

Every day 
they are quieter than they were. To- 
day they are stirring in their stupor 
beeause the joint resolution for a 
Separate peace with Germany does 
not move out of the house of rep- 
resentatives. They feel that the 
president is keeping the resolution 
there for his own purposes. And 
they fear that the president’s pur- 
pose in delaying the peace resolu- 
tion would be only to give him time 
to work out the plans of Hughesand 

Hoover. 

The plans of Hughes and Hoover 
are to get the: United States into a 
league of nations. Possibly it will 
be an association of nations, possi- 
bly a world court. But, league, ‘or 
association or court, the irreconcil- 
ables believe that it would be the 
Wilson covenant minus article ten, 
plus express stipulations that Amer- 
ica would ®t bé@ responsible for the 
enforcemeht of the Versailles treaty. 

. The reaction of the senate leaders 
to the delay of the house in passing 
the joint €eésolution for peace with 
Germany is to hold up the passage 
of the emergency tariff measure. 
This measure is néar to the hearts 
of mid-wéstern congressmen who are 
suspected of having a sneaking re- 
gard for the Hughes-Hoover posi- 
tion. It is a question whether the 
threat of senate delay on the emer- 
gency tariff may not work. For the 
congressman’s love of an intangible 
league of nations is. more or less 
academic and platonic, while the 
way the congressman loves his job 
is passienate and substantial. And 
the emergency tariff bill in con- 
gress is supposed to be one of the 
few things that will be done for 
the farmer who has the congress- 
man’s job to give. lt 1s a nice bit 
of politics.

FOR SILESIA ROW 
IN FRENGH NOTE 


Berlin Told by Paris That 
Allies Are Well Able 
to Handle the Polish 


Rising. 


SAYS FALSE RUMORS 
INFLAMED POPULACE 


Allied Representatives in 
Berlin Genuinely Alarm- 
ed Over Possibility of 
Another War. 


Paris, May 9.—With the object of 
showing that it will not permit 
itself to be influenced ‘by any ac- 
tion of the Upper Silesian popula- 
tion, the council of ambassadors, at 
its sitting today, decided: to take 
two steps as follows: 

First: To request the Polish gov- 
ernment to disavow the Polish agi- 
tators. *° 

Second: To remind the German 
government that the _ interallied 
commission. in Upper Silesia pro- 
vided for under the Versailles trea- 
ty. possesses full authority over the 
region until the supreme council 
has announced its decision with re- 
gard to the plebsicite,/and to re- 
quest the German government that 
it consequently abstain from all 
intervention there. 


FRENCH TROOPERS 
FIRE ON GERMANS. 

Oppeln, Upper Silesia, May 9.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—French sol- 
diers today shot into a crowd of 
Germans who were threatening a 
Polish prisoner, killing two and 
wounding several others, 

To assuage the ensuing’ excite- 
ment, the burgomaster’ issued a 
proclamation urging the populace to 
maintain peace and have confidence 
in the,allied commission. The agi- 
tation here has been visibly increased 
by the severe wounding of two Ger- 
man policemen in the last two days. 


FEAR WAR'S o 
RECRUDESCENCE. 


Berlin, ‘May %-~Gentine 
seems to, be felt in entente 


circles in Berlin that the 
Polish insurgent seizure of Upper 
Silesia may result f#ra Germano- 
Polish war, with the possibility of 
all central Europe being involved 
in another conflict. 

From all accounts, civil war now 
is spreading throughout Upper Sile- 
sia, the Germans having organized 
locally to repulse the invaders. 

So far, the German government 
has refused to send troops to &S- 
eist the Silesian Germans, but it 
is fearcd that its resistance cannot 
jast long if the supreme council of 
the allies does not afford relief. 
. General Lerond, head of the in- 
ter-allied commission in Upper Sile- 
sia, and other French officials, are 
being: harshly criticised by the rest 
of the entente delegations for per- 
mitting the adventure of Korfan- 
ty, leader of the Polish insurgents, 
to assume such proportions. 


GERMAN OFFICERS 
ASSUME CONTROL.

“With reference to the recent re- 
port of an alleged conflict between 
this office and the bureau of in- 
vestigation, I know absolutely noth- 
ing that would authorize the. state- 
ment. On the contrary, the rela- 
tions between this office and the 
bureau of investigation have al- 
ways been pleasant and cordial, and 
we have worked in perfect hamo- 
ny,’ Mr. Bennett continued. 

Investigated Reports. 

“A number of reports of alleged 
peonage have come;to this office 
during My. eee aE Wherever 
jurisdiction appeared tp bgn this 
district these reports**t&ve had 
prompt attention and investigation; 
where jurisdiction appeared to be 
in the Northern district, they have 
been referred to the proper au- 
thority. In only a very few cases 
handled by this office, including 
the Williams case and the case in- 
vestigated today, have we found 
that the facts would authorize pros- 
ecution. 

“We have not seen proper to ad- 
vertise these various alleged cases 
in the newspapers of the gtate, but 
have cautiously avoided doing so.

The latter com- 
Municated with Chairman Benson 
by telephone and later announced 
that as efforts had proved §un- 
availing, the conference would be 
discontinued until there was an in- 
dication that. their resumption 
would be warranted.

INTIANDS OF JURY': 


Macon Carpenter Claims 
He Shot Lee Massen- 
gale Accidentally During 
Scuffle for Pistol. 


Macon, Ga. May 9.—((Special.)— 


The jury hearing the case of John’ 
1, Corbitt, East Macon carpenter, 
charged with the murder’ of Lee 
Massengale, on the night of Sep- 
tember 8 of last year, was stil! 
out at a late hour Monday night. 
The case rested in its cirect testi- 
mony at 5 o’clock Monday after- 
noon, when the defendant made his 
statement to the jury. 

“Lee Massengale was my friend, 
and I would rather hayé- lo#t my” 
right arm than to have shot-Aiim,” 
was the statement made by Corbitt. 
“It was accidental, and E had no 
intention of killing him when I put 
my pistol in my pocket. We went 
into my house and I gave Lee a 
drink. We then decided to go to 
town and hear the election returns. 
As I started out I reached on the 
mantelpiece and got my pistol 

Shot in Scuffle. 


“My wife asked me not to take it, 
and was about to try to take it 


away from me when Massengale 
came up and said he would get it 
away from me. The barrel of the 
pistol was turned upward. Lee 
grabbed the barre], and I grabbed 
the handle. In the scuffle my friend 
was accidentally shot.’’ 

Oliver Shipman, called 
stand by the state, said: 

“When I put Massengale in my 
car to take him to Dr. Kemp’s of- 
fice in the Grand building, he told 
me that Corbitt had shot him for 
nothing and to drive fast, as he 
way dying.” 

Father Testifies. 

G. T. Massengale, the father of 
the man killed, testified to seeing 
his son after he had been operated

Solicitor 
Garrett sought to prove by the wit- 
ness that Corbitt had made threats 
of taking human life on the day 
Massengale was killed, but after an 
objection had been made by coun- 
sel] for the defense, the testimony 
was ruled out. 

D. S. Pinkston told the jury that 
Corbitt was drunk on the night of 
the killing. 

Corbitt was represented by John 
R. Cooper, of Macon, and G. S. Shell, 
of Reynolds. Solicitor Garrett con- 
ducted the prosecution.

Tip From Allanta 
Results In Arrests 
For M. O. Forgeries 


New York, May §$.—Information 
furnished the department of justice 
officials by two convicts in the At- 
lanta federal penitentiary caused 
the arrest of three men charged 
with obtaining more than $250,000 
by forging stolen money order 
blanks. These men are said to be 
members of a band which also op- 
erated in Cleveland, Albany, Syra- 
cuse und Buffalo. 

Simultaneous with the arrest here 
aman and woman were taken into 
custody by the Cleveland police. 
The names of the five prisoners 
were withheld by Assistant District 
Attorney Louis D. Schwartz, who 
said the master mind of the con- 
spiracy was being trailed by fed- 
eral agents and that his arrest was 
momentarily expected. 

This band, Mr. Schwartz assert- 
ed, worked in a novel way. One 
of them would obtain a position in 
a drug store soda fountain, having 
easy access to a postal sub-sta- 
tion. The next step consisted in 
stealing a pad of money orders and 
an official postal stamp. The 
blanks and the stamp would then 
be mailed to a confederate in an- 
other city. By supplying members 
of the band with a large number 
of blanks, money orders, apparent- 
ly genuine, began to flood the cit- 
ies in which the band workea. fhe 
forged money orders were mailed 
back and forth, from city to city, 
to escape detection by federal 
agents, Mr. Schwartz declared. 

Hotel keepers and theaters were 
the heaviest sufferers by cashing 
the spurious money orders. One 
plan was simple, Mr. Schwartz said. 
One of the band would telephone 
from a hotel to a theater box of- 
fice and reserve twenty-five seats 
for a performance several days 
ahead, mailing a money order to 
liquidate the bill) Later he would 
call at the theater and relate a story 
of buying the tickets in expecta- 
tion of having twenty-five guests, 
but at the last minute advised that 
only four would be able to at- 
tend. The theater in severa]! in- 
stances, would refund the differ- 
ence, only to find out several dgys 
later they had been victimized by 
forged money orders.

MICHIGAN SOLON 
“DIES AS SUE 


Congressman Frankhau- 
ser Cuts Throat in Bath 
Tub in Battle Creek 
Sanitarium. 


Battle Creek, Mich., May 9.—Con- 
gressman William H. Frankhauser, 
of the third Michigan district, 
committed suicide in a sanitorium 
here this afternoon by cutting his 
throat with a razor. He was found 
in a bath tub by his attendant some 
time after slashing his’ throat. 
Despondency ever ill health is be- 
lieved to have prompted the act. 

Mr. Frankhauser, whose home was 
in Hillsdale, was elected to con- 
gress last November to succeed 
Representative J. M..C. Smith, whe 
retired. He became ill some time 
after his election and neyer had 
taken his seat in congress. Mr. 
Frankhauser was operated on at 
the University of Michigan hospital 
in Ann Arbor about two months 
ago for removal of gall stones. He 
came to the sanitorium here May 6. 

Late today he entered the bath- 
room in his arpartment at the sani- 
torium. Upon his failure to return 
to him room in the apartment, an 
attendant entered the bathroom and 


and found the congressman lying 
dead in the tub. 


NEGRO WS SENTENCE 
TO OEATH IN CHAR 


Greenville, S. C., May $—A _ rec- 
ord for speedy justice was made 
for Greenville county tonight when, 
just 72 hours after he fired the 
shot ‘that killed Policeman George 
S. Burroughs, William Thompson, 
negro, was found guilty of murder 
in court and sentenced to die in the 
electric chatr at Columbia, May 27. 

hompson, who was captured Sat- 
urday afternoon after a three-hour 
chase, during which he fired 42 
shots at citizens and officers who 
were pursuing him, was spirited 
away to the Spartanburg jail Sat- 
urday night after being brought to 
the jail here. He was brought back 
to Greenville this morning, to be 
placed on trial in the court of ses- 
sions, which convened its May term 
today. Thompson was arraigned 
during the morning and pleaded not 
guilty. 

A dozen witnesses were examined 
for the state, and three for the de- 
fense. Thompson declared on the 
stand that he did not intend to s6hoot 
the officer, but that his pistol went 
off aecidentally during the strug- 
gle. Testimony was ended this aft- 
ernoon. Tonight court convened. 
Arguments started at 8 o’clock and 
comprised an eight-minute speech 
for the defense and a sixteen-min- 
ute speech for the state. Judge 
Mauldin charged the jury for 18 
minutes. ° The jury received the case 
at 8:46 and a verdict of guilty was 
read at 8:55. Sentence was pro- 
nounced at 9:04 o'clock.

Chicago, May 9%.—Pity the poor 
college chap. 
Added to Mr. Edison’s indictment 
that he is “woefully ignorant” 
comes a heavier and more crushing 


vacation job. At least he knows 
enough to swing a pink and shovel, 
but he can’t even get a job at that. 
The jobs aren't, that’s all. Some 


} 6,000,000 men are out of work. 


Furthermore, if he does land a 
summer job the “stake” is going to 
be smaller and harder to earn. 

William J. Mather, head of the 
University of Chicago’s employment 
bureau, says the soft snaps of yes- 
teryears are gone—and the _ stu- 
dents, who are beginning to call 
upon him for assistance, realize it. 

“Last summer the college man 
could pick his job,’ said Mather. 
“They could rn $6 and $7 a day 
without troubte. 

“Farmers were crying for help 
then. Now they have no jobs. This 
is tough on the college men, es- 
pecially the athletically inclined, 
who like the vigorous work on the 
farm. 

“The easy ‘white collar’ jobs are 
gone, too. The only openings are 
for highly skilled workers, such as 
statisticians and cost accountants. 
This requires special training. 

“The college chap must either 
go into the open manual labor mar- 
ket and, offer his services in com- 
petition with those of the laborer 
with a family to support, or try the 
highly specialized jobs. The stu- 
Gents do not like to compete with 
the laborers with families to sup- 
port.” 

But‘there is one place where the 
college man will reign supreme, in 
spite of the labor surplus, that is 
at the summer resorts. College 
men make ideal swimming instruc- 
tors. “Ignorance” notwithstanding, 
every summer finds them the idols 
of the gummer resorts.

Two scholarships to Barnard col- 
lege, a branch of Columbia uni- 
versity of New York city, have 
been awarded two of the graduates 
of the school recently. These 
scholarships were won by competi- 
tive examination open to the United 
States. Recent statistics show the 
remarkably low percentage (7 per 
cent) of failures in college of 
Girls’ High school graduates. The 
school today occupies an enviable 
place among secondary schools, not 
only of the south, but of the whole 
country.

Funeral services for Frank Orme, 
one of <Atlanta’s most prominent 
and universally beloved business 
men Ww died Sunday night at his 
home, 45 Fairview road, Druid 
Hills, will be held at the residence 
this afternoon at 3 o’clock, Rev. 
Cc. B. Wilmer officiating. 

The friends of Mr. Orme were 
shocked at the news of his sudden 
and unexpected death, particularly 
in view of the fact that it was not 
— generally known that he was 


No man in Atlanta had a wider 
circle of friends than Mr. Orme, 
this fact being attributable to his 
happy faculty of making and hold- 
ing friends and to the sweetness of 
his character, which was shown by 
the close bond of love which ex- 
isted between him and his mother, 
the late Mrs. E. H. Orme. This de- 
votion was constantly in evidence 
from Mr. Orme’s childhood days to 
the date of Mrs. Orme’s death. Mr. 
Orme survived his mother by only 
six weeks, dying on “Mothers’ day.” 

Wilmer L. Moore, president of the 
Southern State Life Insurance com- 
pany, of which Mr. Orme was sec- 
retary and treasurer, Monday 
morning paid him the following 
tribute: 

“We have lost a beloved friend 
and a most able business compa- 
triot. Mr. Orme was a remarkable 
suvival of the older standards of 
chivalry—a true idealist of what 
is called the ‘Old South. In addi- 
tion to being a fine modern busi- 
ness man, he took time to become 
a most cultured and well-informed 
scholar. That was his hobby, you 
might say. He was the best-read 
man of my acquaintance in histor- 
ical and scientific matters. He 
loved his home life; he was essen- 
tially —— and quiet and even 
retiring—fthe last man in the world 
to obtrude himself in public af- 
fairs, yet because of his true worth, 
intelligence, good judgment and ab- 
solute integrity, he was frequently 
sought out for work of a more or 
less public nature. There never 
lived a man with a finer sense of 
honor and  obligation—‘noblesse 
oblige’ surely is a motto that ap- 
plied in the case of Frank Orme.

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Our Peace Offensive — 


BY FRANK H. SIMONDS 


Secretary Hughes’ “peace offen- 
sive” has broken down for the same 
reason and under precisely the same 


circumstances as that of Mr. Wilson 
in December, 1916. 


At the earlier date the former pres- 
ident sought, by obtaining a pub- 
lic statement of the war aims of 


the groups of hostile nations, to 
arrive at a basis for peace negotia- 
tions. In the present case, Mr. 
Hughes sought, by eliciting a rep- 
arations proposal from the Germans 
and presenting it to the allies, to 
reach a basis for economic peace 
and avoid the disturbances incident 
to a military oecupation of the 
Ruhr. 

Looking backward five years it 
will be recalled that the Germans 
met Mr. Wilson with an evasive, 
equivocating, totally unsatisfactory 
statement, in reality disclosing the 
German purpose to make peace on 
the basis of the “war map,” which 
included the permanent possession 
of Belgium, the Russian lands later 
taken under the peace of Brest Lit- 
ovsk and in addition to impose an 
indemnity; finally there was the 
secret intent to insist upon the 
“rectification” of the French fron- 
tier, to take the iron of the Briey 
Basin. 

In the present case the Germans 
have met the American invitation 
with a proposal which carried with 
it a reparations payment of little 
more than a quarter of what the 
reparations commission has fixed 
as the sum of German payments 
and not more than a half of the 
money payment notified to them in 
the March conference at London, 
which ended in a deadlock. This 
meager proposal was surrounded by 
all sorts of impossible conditions 
and was first rejected by the allies 
and has now been returned to the 
Germans with Mr. Hughes’ clear 
indication that it is not a basis for 
further discussions. 

Has Spoken Definitely. 

Thus the American phase of the 
reparations dispute comes to an end. 
In point of fact it was at an end 
when the allied reSponses were re- 
ceived. Why the answer to Ger- 
many was not sent at that time, 
why it was held and then sudden- 
ly dropped like a “hot potato,” re- 
mains a matter of official mystery. 
Perhaps the most reasonable expla- 
ration of the delay may be found in 
the suggestion that the absence of 
American expression of opinion an 
the German proposal might have 
been thought to contribute to 
strengthening the hande of the Brit- 
ish in their opposition to precipitate 
action in the Ruhr. Possibly the 
sudden reversal of policy followed 
the discovery that Germany was 
using the absence of a reply to cov- 
er her failure to make a proper pro- 
posal. 

In any event Mr. Hughes has 
spoken at last and definitely. He 
has advised the Germans to com- 
municate with the allies directly 
and he has taken the United States 
out of the dangerous position of 
seeming to aid to the Germans in 
their policy of resistanee, and from 
the not less impessible position of 
appearing a prospective umpire. All 
of this Mr. Wilson had to @do in 
about the same wav in 1916 and a 
few weeks later the German proc- 
lamation of a submarine blockade 
indicated the degree of good faith 
which had underlain the German 
policy. 

With America removed to the 
sidelines the situation in Europe be- 
gins to clear. The reparations

But if the Germans now agree 
to the terms just fixed by the Lon- 
don conference then they will have 


agreed to the most' terrific sentence 
ever passéed upon any nation. All 
that the treaty of Versailles did to 
Germany is a minor detail compared 
with what the decision of the pres- 
ent London conference will do. Lon- 
don dispatches already suggest an 
analoxy between the future of Ger- 
man finances and the past of Turk- 
ish; in other words, Germany is to 
be internationally regulated eco- 
nomically and financially—ehe is 
already internationally regulated on 
the military side—for something 
more than a generation. 


Actually the London conference 
has been a battle royal between 
two supreme politicians, each en- 


deavoring to save his home front. 
Llopd-George has been faced with 
the great and growing hostility in 
England to any military occupa- 
tion. He has saved himself by per- 
suading Briand to consent to a 
brief period of delay, amounting to 
a last chance for the German to 
come in, but in making thie con- 
cession Briand has been able to fix 
conditions which {it is almost in- 
conceivable that a German govern- 
ment can comply with and live. 
France Demands Action. 

Briand, On his side, has been com- 
‘pelled to meet the well-nigh unani- 
mous demand of France for action 
without further talk. He has thus 
been obliged to seek victory in a 
restatement of terme more advan- 
tageous for France, and an unqual- 
ified promise of British approval 
if Germany does not meet these 
terms. But for the fact that the 
French parliament is not now sit- 
ting, Briand would not dare to 
grant even this brief postponement 
and, in point of fact, it may yet 
cost him his portfolio. 

But it is well to remember that 
at the root of the whole trouble 
now lies the German folly and 
woree. Lloyd-George gave Simons 
his chance in London in March and 
the’ British and Italians were ready 
to support anv German proposa) 
that offered the slightest warrant 
in fact. But, instead, the Germans 
made a proposal which was on the 
financial side derisory and was fure- 
ther weakened by imposeible polit- 
ical conditions. In reality Germany 
Offered less to her victims than 
Italy must pay to her allies in re- 
turn for war loans. 

Again, last week, Mr. Hughes of- 
fered Germany another opportuni- 
ty. Thus American interest might 


have been engaged in advance ana 
Italy and Britain were again ready 
to support any proper and reason- 
able.offer. But, instead, there was 
another offer financially impossible 
with fresh political complications 
attached. As a result there has 
been one more collapse and Ger- 
many now faces a fate which it is 
difficult to exaggerate on the un- 
pleasant side.

The court records show that the 
cases mentioned in his brief to the 
supreme court has been w gerree tart 
but have been reinstated at variou 
times upon insistent requests from 
Sistrunk. -Not long ago Judge Pen- 
dieton, in desperation, appointed 
several white lawyers to dispose ef 
the cases in which Sistrunk was 
interested and all of them were 
considered, most of them being dis- 
missed, while the others were

COMMITTEE PROBE 
UF RUADS 10 OPEN 


Senate Interstate Com- 
merce Committee to In- 
vestigate Rail Condi- 
tions, Beginning Today. 


By JAMES A. HOLLOMON, 
Constitution Bureau, 
Raleigh Hotel. 

Washington, May 9.—(By Con- 
Stitution Leased Wire)—The senate 
interstate commerce committee will 
begin tomorrow a sweeping in- 
vestigation of the country’s rail- 
road condition. It will be one of 
the most important, far-reaching 
and resourceful investigations thus 
far conducted by congress’ since 
the period of reconstruction began. 

The senate interstate commerce 
committee will undertake a big job 
when.-it starts a sweeping investi- 
gation tomorrow of the country’s 
railroad conditions. The railroad 
executives are scheduled to be 
heard first, and Senator Cummins, 
of Iowa, the republican chairman 
of the committee and joint author 
of the Esch-Cummins act, intends 
to inquire of them why the rail- 
reads required $1,000,000,000 more 
last year for operation and main- 
tenance than during any year of 
the preceding period of war time 
government control. The “labor 
group” are to testify the wage 
aspects of the. railroad situation 
later. 

In connection with this hearing 
T. Dewitt Cuyler, chairman of the 
Association of Railway Executives, 
tonight issued the following state- 
ment. 

Statement by Cuyler. 

“In a general way, the following 
will indicate the spirit which will] 
pervade the testimony to be offer- 
ed by the railroads: 

“The transportation service of 
this’ country is passing through a 
crisis. It is not a crisis peculiar 
to the railroads or the United 
States, it is a situation of wold- 
Wide incidence arising from per- 
fectly understandable causes, most 
of them having their origin in the 
world war. 

“Feeling, as we do, that’ the 
world has definitely turned the 
corner of its most acute depression, 
So we feel that the railroad situa- 
tion has likewise passed through 
its darkest hour and has now defi- 
nitely ‘urned for the better. 

“The last congresss in passing 
the transportation act, placed upon 
the statute books the most con- 
structive measure dealing with our 
transportation situation which had 
been enacted into law in the past 
fifteen years.

BLACKBURN TELLS 
WHY HE QUIT JOB 
AT THE CITY HALL 


Declaring that his resignation as 
clerk in the city tax office had 
been incorrectly attributed by the 
newspapers to ill health and that 
it aleéo had been made the _ sub- 
ject of incorrect articles, B. M. 
Blackburn, local attorney, yesterday 
addressed a letter to the board of 
tax assessors setting forth the rea- 
sons for hie resigning and defend- 
ing himself in the matter. 

Mr. Blackburn declares that, de- 
spite an illness, he worked fifteen 
hours a day for three weeks in 
compiling tax returns. He adds that 
no one was displaced When he was 
elected clerk and pleads for higher 
salaries for members of the depart- 
ment’s clerical force. 

His letter in part follows: 

As to the occasion in point: When I 
returned from lunch last Friday, after hay- 
ing been at my desk, without irftermission, 
for more than two months, I became sick. 
The chief cierk had gone to lunch. I asked 
Mr. Saxe and Mr. Pinnell to look after my 
window while I went to the drug store for 
medicine. My sickness becoming more acute, 
I was compelled to return home for the 
afternoon without going back to the office. 
l was a very sick man, and it never oc- 
curred to ime that anybody would be s0 
unfeeling as to criticise my failure to call 
up the chief clerk to tell him that I was 
still sick. When I returned to the office 
Saturday morning, still too sick to work, 
byt determined to report for duty, W. M. 
Searden, your chief clerk, came to me in 
complaining attitude, and _ stated: **You 
did not show up yesterday afternoon.’’ I 
replied: ‘‘I did—but I was sick, and had 
‘o go home.’’ He protested that I did not 
tell him, and should have telephoned him. 
I replied that he had gone to lunch, besides, 
he knew that I was sick from others whom 
I had informed, and that I did not think it 
was necessary to telephone him. 
offensive manner he stated: ‘*You 
<ot it to do hereafter.’’ This was un- 
bearable—the culmination of several tan- 
talizing displays on the part of this man. 


*‘Dress'd in a little brief authority; 
Most ignorant of what he is most assured."’ 


I denounced him severely, bitterly, in 
words that 1 would never think of using 
except under great provocation. There was 
‘‘no battle of words,’’ as the newspaper had 
it. His only reply was that he would re- 
port the matter to your board. This he dj, 
aud you know from his report and from my 
udmission what those words were, 

You know that it is not true that any 
member of your board exacted an apology 
from me .in the way the newspaper ac- 
count presented it. This would have been 
most offensive to me, and would have been 
bitterly resented by me, 

Mr. Bearden did not state to your board 
in My presence that he ‘‘reprimanded'’' me. 
The lexicographers define ‘‘reprimand’’ as a 
severe correction. On the other hand, he 
went before your board as one who had 
been wronged, stating that his manner to- 
wards me had been courteous and he had 
never intended to embarrass me. 

Both Mr. Malone and Mr. Burton, of your 
beard, had said to me that Mr. Bearden had 
violated the rules of your board on a prior 
occasion when I resented his lack of con- 
sideration, Mr. Malone saving that Mr. Bear- 
den himself had one time complained to 
your board on account of being corrected 
before the office force. When Mr. Malone 
moved to refer this matter to the chief clerk 
Mr. Hancock stated ‘‘that since Mr. Bear- 
den had stated that he had not intended 
to embarrass Mr. Blackburn, and that the 
latter had misunderstood him, he thought 
and hoped that Mr. Blackburn and Mr. 
Bearden might get together and mutually 
apologize.’’ When he appealed to me on 
this phase of the incident, I stated that I 
would not allow anyone to outdo me in 
courtesy, and stood ready to co-operate in 
any Why justified by honor and self-respect. 
When Mr. Bearden was appealed to he said 
that he had done nothing to apologize for, 
when I quickly replied: ‘‘My denunciation 
stands. I refuse any further suggestion. 
My resignation is in your hands, I would 
bathee surrender my place than my man- 
hood.’

It was reported Sunday that two 
sections of rail had been displaced 
by the explosion. but no one was 
injured, and the damage to the loco- 
motive was slight. The story from 
jitzzerald follows: 

Fitzgerald, Ga.. May 9.—(Special.) 
I.ocal strike leaders were skeptical 
today about the report that a dyna- 
mite charge had been placed under 
the A., B. & A, track between Fitz- 
rerald and Osijerfield Sunday morn- 
ing. W. M. Martin, chairman of the 
co-operative stock committee, de- 
clared that a charge of dynamite 
would have necessarily wrecked the 
train, 

“It might have been an overloaded 
signal torpedo.” he said. “but the 
dynamite story is very evidently 
based on imagination which is 
shown by the fact that so little dam- 
age was done and that the train 
stayed on the track although it was 
said to be running at its usual speed.

UNRETURNED PROPERTY 
REPORTED BY ROBERTS 


Through the operation of the tax 
equalization law $11,000,000 in per- 
sonal properties in one county in 
Georgia—more than all the proper- 
ty listed on the county digest—on 
which there has never been _pay- 
ment made to the state. or county, 
and the holders of which have never 
even paid poll tax has been uncov- 
eerd, according to an announcement 
made Monday night by J. F. Rob- 
erts, special tax investigator.

There will probably be more 
wailing and gnashing of teeth over 


the final announcement of the va- 
rious all-S. I. A. A. baseball teams 
this -season than in any previous 
year, and many of thest® howls will 
be fully justified. Mistakes are 
going to be made, and in the com- 
munities where the prowess of this 
or that “favorite son” has been 
hammered into the heads o7 the 
children along with the proper 
method of conducting one’s self 
when the preacher drops in for din- 
ner, a mighty yelp is going to be 
heard when that player’s name is 
omitted in the final selection. 

One glance over the material at 
hand, and the scribes that are re- 
sponsible for these annual nomina- 
tions are likely to discover that 
their task is well-nigh a hopeless 
one. No sane reason has ever been 
given that accounts for the ne- 
cessity of outlining the selections 
every vear, and certainly no un- 
erring method has ever been un- 
corked. They simply “happen,” just 
like any other malady and the 
pickers are forced to look on while 
the populace cusses. 


The Catchers. 


Taking up the catchers first, be- 
cause as a rule they are nearer the 
press box, and in the front line sec- 
tor when the pep barrage is start- 
ed, the name of Byrd Hope, Ogle- 
thorpe; Gibson, Auburn; Liddell, 
Tech; Sewell, Alabama, and Raw- 
son, of Georgia, will have to be 
considered and either of them 
would look good on the all-star 
list. Gibson, a freshman, has a 
splendid record to back his claims 
for the honor; Sewell is, regarded 
as the best throwing backstop in 
‘southern collegiate baseball; Raw- 
son has long been one of the best 
in the business, and Hope appears 
to be the finished article, possess- 
ing all the requisites that are list- 
ed in “How to Catch.” Liddell is 
playing his first year and will be 
a strong contender. 

The first sacker will probably be 
picked from a trio of splendid per- 
formers. Lassiter, at Auburn; 
“Chief” Cody, Georgia Bulldog star, 
and “Bevo” Webb, of Georgia Tech, 
will unquestionably lead in the bal- 
lots for this place, with the odds 
favoring the Tiger entry. 

Barnes at Second. 

If we are to rule that Riggs 
Stephenson is ineligible for consid- 
eration, Sam Barnes, at Auburn, ap- 
pears to have the call for the key- 
stone pick, although there are oth- 
er brilliant performers in the south. 
Eddie Morgan, of Georgia Tech, is 
the leading candidate for third 
base, many critics believing that the 
Macon Jad is the greatest hot cor- 
ner protector the S. I. A. A. has had 
in several years. Morgan is almost 
a finished product right now, and 
with a bit more experience, he will 
be ready for a place in professional 
ball, and he need not worry about 
how high the league is rated. Ed- 
die’s brother, Charlie Morgan, was 
an all-southern performer himself 
2 short time ago when he caught 
for the Mercer Baptists. 

Fulghum, of Auburn, and Pug 
Mize, Georgia Bulldog, are likely 
to head the voting for shortfield 
positions. While no official fig- 
ures are available on the subject, 
it is probable that Mize is leading 
his Tiger opponent in batting, but 
the fielding of Fulghum is better 
than that of phe Athenian, and this 
might help his side of the dis- 
cussion. as there will be plenty of 
offensive strength on the team 
without Mize’s crashing bludgeon. 

The Outfield. 

Much. kicking will ensue over 
the outfield, as a very powerful 
combination can be arranged from 
the large number of contenders for 
whom claims are being made. 
Esau Settle, Tech; Sox Ingram, 
Tech: “Red” Barron, Tech; “Coun- 
try” Mangum, Georgia; Shirling 
and Creel, Auburn; Carlyle, Ogle- 
thorpe, and many others will come 
in for serious consideration and 
there are few dopesters that have 
made up their minds regarding this 
department of their selections. 

The pitching presents a big prob- 
lem, also, due to the large number 
of splendid slabmen in college this 
season. The Auburn chunkers, 
George Johnson and Charlie 
Ollinger: Stone and Sawin, at Mer- 
cer; Turk, at Oglethorpe: Pantone 
and Frost. Georgia: Hinton, Ala- 
bama: O’Leary. Collins and Thomp- 
son, Tech, are certain of mention 
and as enly three or four may be 
selected. much ground for discus- 
sion will be found. 

Hinton and O’Leary are the only 
southpaws in the lot, and unless 
stern opposition bobs up in Missis- 
sippi and Louisiana, a place will 
be provided for one of these slab- 
men. Little trouble will be found 
in filling the utility roles as “Tige” 
Stone, in addition to being one of 
the best pitchers in the associa- 
tion. is also one of its hardest 
hitters and a fielder of no little 
talent. 

Whatever the final selection is, 
one thing is certain, the team will 
be a strong one.

Washington, May 9.—This govern- 
ment is determined to get Grover 
Cleveland Bergdoll, the millionaire 
draft dodger now in Germany, “at 
any price.” 

Major General Peyton C. March, 
chief of gtaff, made this declaration 
to the house committee investigat- 
ing Bergdoll’s escape. It apparent- 
ly has not been decided, however, 
just what “price” the government 
may see fit to pay, if its present 
course of seeking Bergdoll’s extra- 
dition through the British govern- 
ment fail. March explained that this 
government could not demand Berg- 


doll’s extradition itself, because it 
was still at war, and that provisions 
of the armistice made it impossible 
to send an armed force after him. 

In calling March, the committee 
wus seeking information as to just 
what was the chief of staff’s part in 
the now famous incident of Berg- 
doll’s release from the Fort Jay mil- 
itary prison for the ostensible pur- 
pose of searching for a pot of gold 
buried in Maryland. March was 
anxious to have this incident clear- 
ed up before ,Jhe left his present du- 
ties and turned over his office to 
ithe new chief of staff, who has 
‘long been selected but whose ap- 
|pointment has been awaiting con- 
|firmation by the senate of the offi- 
_cers nominated for elevation re- 
cently by Secretary of War Weeks. 
Formal announcement of the new 
chief of staff, promised by Weeks 
some day this week, will definitely 
terminate March’s war service as 
war director of the A. E, F 

Is One of Thousands. 

“Bergdoll is only one of thou- 
‘sands who dodged the draft,” March 
told the committee, “but he is a bad 
specimen. . We want him and are 
determined to get him at any 
price.” 

As for the “pot of gold” expedi- 
tion, March declared the application 
of the draft dodger to make his dra- 
matie excursion into the Maryland 
hills was referred to him Dy Adju- 
tant General Harris, 

“Adjutant General Harris came to 
me with the application,” said 
March. “and I told him to go ahead 
if he deemed it wise. Harris was 
not in my office more than a min- 


ute. 

W. L. Alexander, treasury depart-

'had obtained from the treasury in 
October and November, 1919, $108,000 
‘in gold.. The original order permit- 
ting this, according to Alexander, 
was signed by R. C. Leffingwell, at 
‘that time assistant secretary of the 
treasury. Alexander said it was 
decided that the federal reserve 
notes offered must be paid in gold 
on demand. 

“Nothing Else to Do.” 

“They concluded there was noth- 
ing else to do,” explained Alexander. 

Bergdoll’s story of buried treas- 
‘ury, apparently, was based on the 
ifact that this gold had been ob- 
tained.

In his annual report to Governor 
Hugh M. Dorsey, State Treasurer 
w. J. Speer recommends that the 
chief executive's mansion property 
on Peachtree street be sold and part 
of the money obtained be applied 
to the payment of bonds amounting 
to $207,000, which will ature Jan- 
vary 1, 1922, with no sinking fund 


provided for them. The report mas 
made public Monday afternoon. 


“The last annual report of this 
office for the fiscal year ending 
December 31, 1919, showed a bal- 
ance in the treasury of $909,625.64,” 


reads the report. Since that date I 
have received and certified to the 
comptroller general, as shown by 
table 1 of this report the sum of 
$11,170,500.88: making amount 
chargeable to the treasurer in this 
office and the office of the comp- 
troller general $12,080,126.52. The 
disbursements for the same period, 
from January 1, 1920, to December 
91. 1929, were $11,055,325.37; leaving 
a balance in the treasury on Decem- 
ber 31, 1920, $1,024,801.15 

“This balance is not aftogether a 
cash balance, but a portion of same 
is represented by bonds and cou- 
pons paid by our correspondent in 
New York, and by our state depos- 
itories, under instructions of this 
department, and by advances On ac- 
count of salaries to members of the 
civil establishment for quarter end- 
ing December 31, 1920, for all of 
which executive warrants will be 
issued in due time and credited on 
the books of this office,’ it contin- 
ues. 

Largest School Fund. 


In the disbursements, the school 
fund is the largest, amounting to 
$3,335,358. The highway depart- 
ment received $1,795,133. The con- 
federate pensioners received $1,280,- 
515, and the state sanitarium at 
Milledgeville $1,191,334. 

The statement of the department 
of agriculture is as follows: 

“Maintenance $18,000, pure food 
$12,500, chemicals $18,500, conta- 
gious diseases $1,000, gog cholera 
serum $24,000, inspectors’ salaries 
$42,563, tick eradication $32,000, vet- 
erinarian’s .expenses $1,148, markets 
bureau $38,479, and department war- 
rants $55,661, aggregating approx- 
imtely $250,000. 

“The state untversity, including 
the Agricultural college extension 
work and summer schools, received 
approximately 375,000. Georgia 
School of Technology received $123,- 
000. The legislative pay roll amount- 
ed to $113,083. 

Receipts from the general tax 
amounted to $4,868.998, and from the 
motor vehicle department amounted 
to $1,850,256. Insurance compa- 
nies paid in $633,540 and railroads 
paid taxes amounting to $554,061. 
The rental of the W. & A. railroad 
amounted to $540,000. Nearly 1,000 
other sources of income are listed 
in the report. s 


Bonded Indebtedness. 


In discussing the bonded indebt- 
edness of the state and the motor 
vehicle law, the treasurer’s report 
reas: 

The bonded debt of this state, as se

included in the $5,720,202 of bonded in- 
debtedness is $90,202 which the state owes 
the University of Georgia. This amount 
was covered into the treasury many years 
ago, @ balance arising from the sale of 
iand scrip’’ donated by the general gov- 
ernment for educational purposes, and upon 
which we pay annually to the university 
at the rate of 7 per cent per annum. 

In addition to the annual maturities of 
$100,000 for which Sinking funds are pro- 
vided, there will mature on the first day 
cf January, 1922, a small part of the debt, 
amounting to $207,000, for’ which no sink- 
ing fund was provided, This maturity rep- 
resents the 444 per cent bonds issued under 
act of 1891 to take up the defaulted bonds 
of the Northeastern Railroad company, in- 
dorsed by the state; and, as there will be 
no surplus funds in the treasury to apply 
to this part of the debt, it will be neces- 
sery for the legislature, at the next session, 
to authorize these bonds to be refunded, 
or in some other way provide for their 
liquidation. 

In reference to this issue, it may be ap- 
propriate to suggest that, in view of the 
fact that the property known ag the gov- 
ernor’s mansion, is no longer considered 
desirable, or even habitable, as a place of 
residence, and ag its value is no doubt 
large enough to take care of this debt, 
and also provide a residence for the gover- 
nor, that it would be a good business prop- 
osition to sell it and appropriate a part 
of the proceeds to the payment of these 
bonds, rather than continue them with a 
new issue, 

Highway Department. 

Under the act of 1919 reorganizing the 
highway department, and authorizing the 
collection of certain annual fees from the 
owners of automobiles and other motor ve- 
hicles, for th® benefit of the public high- 
ways of the state, there was paid into the 
treasury during the past year by the secre- 
tary of state, as shown in table No. 1 of 
this report, the sum of $1,903,708.31. 

Under the ruling of the attorney-general 
that this fund, although a special fund 
created for the specific purpose of build- 
‘ng roads in this state, might be used tem- 
porarily to supply a deficiency in the gen- 
eral fund, provided such use would not in- 
terfere with the financial necessities of the 
highway department in carrying out the pur- 
poses and jntentions of the act, the goy- 
ernor used $500,000 of this money tempo- 
rarily, thug saving the state quite a large 
sum in the way of interest, which otherwise 
wonld have been paid to the banks for 
temporary loans, 

In addition to the amount this saved to 
the «tate in interest, this department made 
special deposits in the various depositories 
of such portions of this fund as we were

| Seen in Auto Price Cuts 


BARNUM 


New York, May 9.—This morning’s cable news regarding the hesi- 
tating attitude of Germany on reparation matter was not to Wall 
street’s liking. And the Sunday dispatches from Chicago intimating 
that the decision by the railroad labor board on the proposed reduc- 
tion of railway wages might be held up for a month or more was 
also discouraging in view of the expectations that a cut in railway 


wages would be announced not later than May lo. 


But the most dis- 


couraging of alj developments was the news that the Oakland had 
reduced its selling prices 18 per cent; that the United States Rubber 


company had cut its tire prices from 15 to 20 per cent and.that other 


cuts in automobile prices were to be announced because orders were 


not coming in as had been expected. 


It was the automobile com- 


panies that led the improvegnent in a number of industries that began 


several weeks ago. 


Following the announcement of the additional cuts in automobile 
and tire prcies, Pierce-Arrow published its earnings for the quarter 


ending March 31. 


The statement showed a deficit after fixed charges 


and taxes and before deductions were made for the preferred dividend 


of $489,000. 


This compares with a surplus after fixed charges and 


taxes for the corresponding period of last year of $717,900. 

What appears to have happened in the automobile industry is this: 
Spring buying started early this year because of the advanced season. 
But after this seasonal accumulated buying was satisfied orders began 
to drop off and price-cutting started. In view of the curtailed buying 
power of the average citizen plus the high prices asked for cars com- 
pared with the pre-war levels this was to have been expected. Many 
cars are now selling at 100 per cent or more above the 1913 price 
level, while those making even the cuts of the past fortnight are 
still 50 per cent or more higher than eight years ago.

The figures in view of the increased

able to hold selling prices, which were reduced April 12 on the average 


of $7 a ton or a cut of 12 per cent. 


With the cut of last month the 


average price of steel products is still 63 per cent higher than for 1913.

New York, May 9. — Trading in 
the stock market today was highly

Chicago, May 9.—Wheat under- 
went a setback in price seeey large- 
ly because guesses regarding the 
government crop report were exces- 
sively bearigh. The market closed 
unsettled at 4% to 3%c net lower. 
Corn finished unchanged to - *c 
higher; oats up %@%c to *%*@*e, 
and provisions varying from lic de- 
Cline to 2%ec advance. 

It was generally expected that 
the government estimate of the win- 
ter wheat yield for 1921 would be 
about 640,000,000 bushels, whereas 
the official figures, which were not 
available until after the market had 
closed, put 629,287,000 bushels as the 
probable total of the harvest. Con- 
trary to a prevailing opinion be- 


peared to have taken into account 
the recent crop damage develop- 
ments in the southwest. Bullish 
field advices today from the south- 
west made the market average high- 
er during the first half of the ses- 
sion, but eubsequently holders lost 
confidence, especially when in the 
face of light receipts cash premi- 
ums were lowered 1 to 2 cents. 
There was also talk of exporters 
reselling. Furthermore, a decrease 
in the visible supply total turned 
out to be less than had been looked 
or. 

Corn and Oates were relatively firm 
Owing to 9,000,000 bushels reduction 
in the visible supply of corn in 
the last fortnight. 

Provisions averaged a little lower

Stoke, Fla... May §9.—Sam Ballin- 
ger. negro, who several weeks ago 
shot and killed Deputy Sheriff R. D.

Of Slacker Lists 


Washington, May 9.—Declaring 
the list of draft deserters is as ac- 
curate as it was “humanly possi- 
ble’’ to make it, the war depart- 
ment has issued a statement de- 
fending the publication of the 
slacker lists. 
Issuance of the statement, which 
was prepared by the adjutant-gen- 
eral, followed the refusal of sev- 
eral newspapers to publish the lists 
because of alleged inaccuracies. 
If the names of men were placed 
unjustly on the list of draft evad- 
the men themselves are: to 
the adjutant-general charg- 
ed. He _ also declared that “it 
should be borne in mind” that the 
war department's decision to pub- 
lish the names followed a wide- 
spread demand from the nation. In- 
sistence was made, it is pointed 
out, that steps be taken to appre- 
hend and bring to trial every man 
who was guilty of wilful deser- 
tion. 

The war department complains, 
in the statement, that men who en- 
tered the service in some locality 
other than the place they regis- 
tered, “failed to appraise their re- 
spective boards of that fact, as 
they were specifically required to 
do by the selective service regula- 
tions.”’ 

“Wide publicity,” the statement 
asserts, “was given to the depart- 
ment’s intention to publish tne 
names of men charged with deser- 
tion from the draft. Consequently, 
registrants who had. any doubts 
about their status and yet remain- 
ed so indifferent as to whether or 
not their names were included in 
the lists as to make no effort to 
have their records straightened out, 
have no just cause for complaint 
if their names are published along 
with those of other men charged 
with desertion.” 

By previous efforts to insure the 
correctness of the slacker lists, an 
original total of ,489,003 was cut 
down to 158,000, according to the 
adjutant-general. 

The difficulty was especially 
great, it is pointed out, in an army 
which had 2,000 William John- 
stons and 3,000 John Smiths.
